City Comptroller — Requests the City Council review and approve the Standard Work Day Reporting Resolution for Elected
and Appointed Officials.

City Comptroller — Requests the City Council approve the creation and funding of a new line item for the 2018-2019 City of
Lackawanna Budget — A.0000.2089 Other Culture and Recreation Income. It is necessary to record the receipts for the
Home Town Hero Banners and expense them according to the Office of the New York state Comptroller.

An Ordinance amending Chapter 165, Peace and Good Order, of the City of Lackawanna Municipal Code, specifically by
adding Section 165-11, sub-sections (A) through (F), False Alarms. This added section defines a False Alarm (A, B, C & D) and
attaches sub-section (E) - Penalties:

1) Thereis no charge for the first two false alarms within a calendar year; however, the following charges will be
applicable for subsequent false alarms in a calendar year.
a. Third, fourth or fifth false alarm: $50.00 each
b. Sixth false alarm: $100.00 each
c. Seventh and each false alarm thereafter: $500.00 each
